Orchard Notes 
Cherry 
Failure Is 


Unlikely 


By CLAUDE FAIRMAN 


' Will there be a sour cherry 
crop in 1955 next July? Cala- 
mity Jane has been spreading 
bad news. 


The past history of the cherry 
crop has been that there were 
never two crop failures in suc- 


_ cession. 


Our district: hobticultare agent 
says that we could have the same 
freeze this year that we had last 
year and still have a erop this 
year because the trees are stron- 
ger from their rest last year. 


From 1900 to 1920 there were 
fairly even crops.’ Only every 
other year the crop would be 
heavier. From 1920 to 1930 the 
cherry crops were the heaviest 
on the even numbered years, or 
a larger crop-every other year. 


There is, however, a near crop 
failure every 10 to 12 years, or 
at least 25 years. Here at home 
our crop failures were in the 
years of 1945 and 1954. We 
would not expect another until 
up in the ’60’s or 70's. 


There is every indication of 
a good crop of Montmorency 
cherries this year. The first three 
days of bud swelling is past. 
Buds are the most tender the 
first three days. Long range 
weather forecasts indicate nice 
weather for the bloom.

House Committees rushing to 
beat the April 29 deadline for 
reporting all House Bills, other 
than tax and appropriation bills, 
from House committees, are 
working feverishly to get out all 
bills that are to be passed in this 
current session, with the inevit- 
able result that the daily cal- 
endars are growing larger.
